SECOND HALF OF THE TWELFTH CENTURY BY AN ARTIST 
BELONGING TO THE ABBEY OF 8. Martrat or Lrmoces. 

Small folio, 16 leaves of vellum, bound as a volume in 
brown morocco, lined with crimson morocco, the lining 
decorated with inlaid patterns of curves, interlacements, and 
Jigures, the chef-d’euvre of the Parisian binder Lortic ; 


enclosed in an outer brown morocco case About A.D. 1160-70 750 0 0 
A celebrated set of pictures which were reproduced (but not in 

colour) at Paris in 1879, in a volume entitled, ‘“‘ Hxposition Inter- 

nationale de 1878. Histoire de Jesus Christ en figures.” —They were 

formerly in the possession of Count Bastard, who has given, in his 

great work on MSS., two facsimiles from the splendid pages of this 

Life of Christ. The book afterwards belonged to Firmin-Didot. The 

intitulation Vie de Jesus Christ, and the name ‘Henry Martin” 

(written on the first blank page in a hand of about the year 1700) 

attest an earler ownership. 

M. Delisle has identitied the artistic work of these sixteen leaves as 
having been performed in the Abbey of St. Martial at Limoges at an 
epoch which he describes as “the end of the twelfth century.” He 
assumes that they formed part of a Gospel-book and has therefore 
approved of the designation usually given: “ Hvangiles de St. Martin 
de Limoges.” It is difficult to agree with his estimate of the age of the 
book which seems rather to belong in type to the earlier than the later 
half of the twelfth century ; although there are indications in the 
costume and the armour that the greater part of that century was gone. 

Hach of the thirty Miniatures is framed within a different border, all 
of these borders being however alike in character and colour: blue, 

green, red and white, and all describable as floral arabesques. The 
Miniatures are painted in red, pink, green, light blue, dark blue, white, 
black, upon a ground of burnished gold. The figures of warriors are 
in chain mail with long triangular shields. The conical helmets have 
nosepieces, the hauberks hardly reach the knees of the warriors. In 
the figures of the apostles, the feet are bare, under twined wrappings 
that cover the leg. 

The art of Southern France (or rather Aquitaine, then under the 
dominion of Henry II of England) in the second half of the twelfth 
century, is represented by a striking and precious example in this set 
of pictures. The designs are varied, elaborate, and full of vigour ; the 
figures of much larger size than one usually meets with ; the colours 
are vivid and peculiar, reminiscent rather of English thanof Frenchstyle.

A pretty book, written somewhere between Utrecht and Maestricht, 
and furnishing a good example of Netherlandish work about the middle 
of the fifteenth century.—On the binding (which was executed about 
1480) a legend is stamped: Mater dei me memo. This seems to be 
intended for the well known phrase ‘“‘ Mater dei memento mei.”

A curious and beautiful volume, written evidently between June 
and September, 1458, for Maria of Castille, widow of Alfonso V of 
Aragon, who was the first of the Aragonese Kings of Naples, and who 
was called the Wise or the Magnanimous. The Queen (a daughter of 
Enrique III of Castille) married Alfonso of Aragon in 1415 and out- 
lived him by three months. It seems probable that this prayer book 
was not executed for her in his lifetime, but begun immediately after 
his death and written upon black vellum in token of mourning. The 
arms of Castille and Leon are emblazoned in the border of the first 
page of text. 

It° came at a later day into the possession of the famous 
Bishop Palafox who presented it in 1656 “ como cossa de inestimable 
valor” to the Cardinal Archbishop of Toledo. This is attested by an 
inscription painted in white in that year upon the last page; from 
which we learn that the book had belonged to Doha Maria. Otherwise, 
one might have been tempted to attribute the first ownership to the 
great Queen Ysabel (about 1475); notwithstanding that the borders 
are decorated in a style which was popular in France and Flanders 
about 1450-60.

The first large Miniature represents St. James in the habit of a 
pilgrim, and, kneeling at his feet, a beardless young man in black robes. 
The latter is undoubtedly a portrait of the personage for whom the 
book was illuminated, and his escutcheon is painted in the border on the 
same page: gules, a dragon or, with a bordure azure bearing 13 besants 
or. From the Saints in the Calendar and Litany, we may easily con- 
jecture that the book is a Norman one, and that it was produced in 
Rouen. It is an admirable example of the brilliant work performed by 
illuminators and calligraphers in that city.

A volume of wholly exceptional character in the style and finish of 
its Miniatures with their delicate landscape-backgrounds. These 
illustrations are declared by M. Durrien, the Conservateur-adjoint au 
Musée du Louvre, to bear a close resemblance to the pictures in the 
famous Heures de Louis de Laval in the Bibliotheque Nationale, and 
he alleges that the same artists must have worked both books. 

These Miniatures are as follows:—l. St. John at Patmos, hills, 
waters, and towers in the background; 2. St. Luke painting, a design 
of remarkable power and skill; 3. St. John transcribing, an angel 
upholding the original; 4. St. Mark comparing text and copy; 5. The 
Nativity; 6. The Warning to the Shepherds; 7. Adoration of the 
three Kings, a dark body of horsemen in the middle distance ; 
8. Presentation in the Temple, a grand cathedral-interior with 
numerous figures; 9. Christ among the Doctors; 10. Entry into 
Jerusalem, a picture with many figures and a fine landscape, an 
escutcheon above the city-gate; 11. The Kiss of Judas, a dark torch- 
lighted picture, with a great number of figures ; 12. Christ brought 
before the High Priest, an interior with about twenty figures, outside 
can be seen houses and the heads of a large crowd gazing in; 13. Christ 
scourged, a cathedral interior, with nine figures, powerfully painted ; 
14. Christ bearing the Cross, a landscape with numerous figures, a 
great crowd on the hill-top in the distance; 15. The Crucifixion, with 
a large number of spectators, a peculiar rendering of the darkness above 
the horizon ; 16. The Descent from the Cross; 17. The Entombment, 
with several figures, a view of Calvary and the Crosses in the distance ; 
18. Descent of the Holy Ghost, a dark cathedral interior with twenty 
five figures, lighted up by the radiance from the Dove; 19. David 
cutting off Goliath’s head, witha varied landscape of hills, and towers, and 
green fields, two hostile armies in the middle distance; 20. The Raising 
of Lazarus, with a landscape background, a great number of figures in 
the foreground and a crowd in the middle distance; 21. Christ arising 
from the tomb and supported by angels, addressing a kneeling figure 
which represents the first owner of the volume, behind whom a Bishop 
(the name-saint probably) is standing. 

Altogether, this is a MS. of a special and beautiful kind, very 
seldom to be found. It appears to have been carried into Italy at the 
time of Louis XII’s invasion, and to have remained there till the other 
day.

The arms painted on the border of the first leaf of the Virgin’s 
Office indicates the royal descents of the family called Manuel, sprung 
from the Infante Manuel, son of the King St. Ferdinand. From the 
Infante Manuel came Don Juan Manuel, the famous warrior, writer, 
and statesman; from him Henrique Manuel (half-brother to (Jneens 
of Castile and Portugal), Henrique’s son Fernando was father of 
another Juan and grandfather of the Juan Manuel for whom this 
book was made. He was high in favour with Ferdinand and Isabel, _ 
and Ambassador from Spain at the court of Rome. The escutcheon is 
paly of three: Aragon, Portugal, and Manuel. . 

The ornamentation is very rich and splendid. The borders are 
floral and, in all cases but one, painted on the white vellum. The one 
exception is the border to the Office of the Passion, which is painted 
in Flemish style upon a ground of pale gold.—The pictures have this 
peculiarity, that the Saviour and all the younger characters are painted 
as having red hair, and the landscape back-grounds look Flemish. 
The writing is unquestionably by a Spanish hand and the scribe has 
finished his work with “Salmantice scripsi,” without however adding 
his name. Some of the headings are in Castilian, and fifteen pages 
towards the end contain prayers in that language alone. These 
prayers afford evidence that the book was written for a lady. 

Spanish illuminated MSS. produced in Castile and Leon are 
much rarer than those which were executed in Aragon, those of the 
latter sort being usually imitations of Neapolitan work. 

Like a Neapolitan MS.which I have recently had, this Castilian one 
contains the “ Officium beate Marie Magdalene compositum a domino 
Rege Carolo secundo.” This King Charles was Charles II of Naples 
who died in 1309. Both MSS. belonged to Giuseppe Caracciolo, 
Prince of Torella.

The illustrations are rough but vigorous, and very striking. In 
some of them there is remarkable power of design and even execution 
combined with a primitive rudeness of style. This curious book was 
always popular amongst the medieval Germans, and the above MS. is 
interesting by reason as well of its language as of its drawings. Many d 
phrases and spellings indicate that the book was written in some 
district where antiquated forms of Middle-high-German still survived.

A WONDERFULLY BEAUTIFUL SPECIMEN OF ITALIAN RENAISSANCE 
WORK, IN THE FINEST AND FRESHEST POSSIBLE CONDITION. It is one of a 
series of volumes intended to comprise the entire Missal-service of the 
Sistine Chapel under Popes Clement VII and Paul III; begun about 
1530 for Cardinal Pompeo Colonna and not yet completed at his death 
in 1532. Even the above splendid tome, which came from the 
illuminator’s hand in 1589, would not have been the end of it. Five 
of the volumes are in Lord Crawford’s library, and have been supposed 
to be the sole remnant of this glorious work of art. 

The illuminations consist of 91 large initials, and 272 small 
ones, some of which are historiated, while others are examples of 
decorative conception, displaying beautiful floral fancies, or grotesque 
and mythological figures. The borders of these initials are treated as 
distinct portions of the ornamentation, but are very lovely in their 
combinations of form and colour. In the midst of the charming 
scroll-work, we find here and there little Miniatures of the most 
exquisite kind, many of them in cameo-style, cherubs, antique masks, 
and other tokens of the delicate and luxuriant fancy of a Renais- 
sance artist who had been trained in the school of Raphael. The 
marginal border on fol. xviiii encloses the Colonna arms, and 
bears the date ““MDXXXIX. M. Mai. xxi.” Upon folio xlv there is 
a fine Miniature, the largest in the book, of the Presentation in 
the Temple. The treatment of this picture betrays the hand of a 
painter of distinguished rank; the masterly composition, the grace of 
design, and the soft harmonies of colouring, being all delightful 
to the eye.

The number of Miniatures is unusually large——The book was (as 
shown by an impressed seal) in the possession of Ghuldm Rizi Khan 
Bahadur Tabatabai, about seventy years ago.

The date of 1437 given above is no doubt the year in which Ranucius, usually 
called Rimicius, performed his work of translation and illustration. It is a useful 
date as it corrects the opinions of many writers who considered that Rimicius was 
working after 1450 upon his Aesop. A leaf is wanting at the beginning, and some 
of the margins are cut away near the end; but the book is nevertheless a beautiful 


example of calligraphy upon exquisitely fine vellum; and the binding is no less 
remarkable.

MSS. of the Doctrinale are rare.—At the foot of the first page, beneath the floral 
border, there is an escutcheon (per pale, fessy and bendy, or and azwre) with the initials 
SI, supported by two cupids. In the inner margin of the second leaf, we find the 
initials E A.

He performed most of his journeys in company with Sir Peter Thompson, also a great

The fly-leaf 
at the beginning contains a list of the contents written in a charter hand, which is 
certainly not later than 1250.—On the last page of the book is a fourteenth-century 
inscription, “ Liber sce Marie regalis montis,” showing that it was then in the library 
of the monastery at Royaumont.

The Boethius, with its diagrams in green and red, and its plenitude of Arabic 
numerals, is in double columns, and was written soon after the middle of the thirteenth 
century.—The Euclid, written so far as the text goes, in large letters, with the 
commentary in smaller letters on the right, must be set down to the end of the 
thirteenth century. It contains about 120 diagrams, and is in thirteen books. The 
text of the translation is that which is ascribed to Adelard of Bath, and was executed 
early in the twelfth century, when he was studying Greek and Arabic writers in Naples. 

As for the comment of Campanus of Novara, this MS: is sufficient to prove that it 
was written in the thirteenth century, and that the statements in several biographical 
dictionaries concerning the author, that he flourished “about 1300”? must be corrected 
Libri was no doubt right in saying that he was secretary to Pope Urban IV. about 
1260.—Such an early and complete MS. of Euclid as the above is hardly to be found 
outside the public libraries.

The second book is one of considerable celebrity in Carthusian literature, and has 
been the subject of much critical disputation as to its authorship. It is clear enough 
from the present codex that the scribes of Pontigny believed it to be the work of 
Guido or Guigo, General of the Carthusians, who died in 1137. However, it seems to 
have been proved by Mabillon that it must have been written some ten years after that 
date.

The text of the Homilies ends on the obverse of the 
141st leaf—which according to an ancient numeration eught to be 145. Certainly the 
first two leaves are deficient. 

The book is a splendid example of English writing in the twelfth century; and 
the pen-and-ink sketches above referred to—apparently intended as cartoons for 
pictures—are forcibly suggestive of the state of English art in the fourteenth, 

James Bowen owned the volume in 1749 and had it bound. Inside the lower 
cover, he has caused the binder to insert, as a label, the old fourteenth-century 
inscription from the original cover—‘“ Hic liber est de monasterio Radyng quem qui 
alienaverit seu fraudem de eo fecerit anathema sit. Amen.”

The exact age of the book may be ascertained approximately in the following way. 
Pp. 158—175 contain a Paraphrase of the Psalms, in Latin verse, by Edmund Campian 
at Oxford, addressed to Anthony Brown Lord Montacute. Campian quitted Oxford 
in 1568, Brown died in 1567 ; and the work itself, unknown elsewhere, can only have 
been known and transcribed in Oxford in or before 1567. On p. 209, is recorded a death- 
bed speech of Mr. Dering, a divine of repute who died in Essex in 1575. The 
particulars given indicate a closeness of time if not of place. Again there is a 
considerable difference (both of addition, omission, and change) between the pieces by 
Surrey which are here transcribed, and the text which appeared in the first edition of 
them in 1557. Thomas Phaer printed in 1558 his translation of the first seven books 
of the Aeneid. Here we find books 1—3.transcribed, but they vary considerably from 
the printed text ; and it may securely be argued that if the first compilation of this 
MS. volume was begun about 1558-60, John Harington must have had before him 
MS. texts of the works chosen earlier than the printed ones. The book begins with a 
transcript of “Helen to Paris’ rendered from Ovid by Sir Thomas Chaloner (who 
died in 1565)—a piece of which no other copy is known. 

On one leaf we find the signatures of “ffrancis Haryngton” and “Ellina 
Harrington,’ and on the last leaf that of Ellina Harrington alone. They were 
children of John, and brother and sister of Sir John, and these signatures imply 
possession about the year 1585 when they were probably both in their teems, and 
residing with their father at Kelston in Somerset.—In 1663 the book was again in 
Oxford in the possession of James Tyrrell (the historian); in 1791 it belonged to the 
Rev. W. Sayle of Howey in Somerset, at the sale of whose library in 1800, it was 
bought by Thomas Park, having already passed through the hands of Bishop Percy 
who intended to publish it. Heber bought it for £84, and finally it passed to Sir 
Thomas Phillipps.

On the margins of two pages there is a line of musical notes on four lines, with 
accompanying text ; this being in one of the cases the celebrated passage beginning 
Vt queant lamis resonare fibris, out of which the names of the notes in modern music 
were evolved.

This very rare Psalter, though recorded in Rowland’s Cambrian Bibliography, ou 
the authority of Johnson’s Typographia, has remained practically unknown to Welsh 
Bibliographers. 

The long delay in issuing the facsimile Psalter has been caused by the labour of 
preparing .certain additions to the introductory matter. Two things in particular 
may be mentioned. A collation of the Psalter with the text of the Psalms as they 
appear in Dr. Morgan’s Bible has been added. An effort has been made to render this 
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as complete as possible ; and it will appear that the minor variations between the two 
issues in respect of spelling, punctuation, etc., are very numerous. 

Considerable time was taken up also in the endeavour to obtain a copy of the 
excessively rare leaf of Errata, which was issued with at least some copies of 
Dr. Morgan’s Bible. Hitherto the Editor has found this leaf in only one copy of the 
Bible, that presented by the Translator himself to the Library of Westminster Abbey. 
By the kind permission of the authorities at the Abbey, a photograph of these two 
pages of Errata has been taken, and a facsimile will be added to the illustrations in 
the Psalter. 

The whole work has now been sent to Press. The Volume will be issued to 
Subscribers this year.
